Strikers at Warsaw, Poland, Return- 


ing to Work—Police Squelched 


Outbreaks. 


Tokyo, Feb. 3.—A dispatch from the 


headquarters of General Oku says: 
The Russian force remains opposite 
the Japanese left wing, occasionally 
firing, but no serious attacks are at- 
tempted. Some movement of the Rus- 
sians is noticeable along their entire 
front, and the bombardment of the 
Japanese lines is continued at inter- 
vals. The Japanese seldom reply to 
the Russian fire. It is evident that 
both armies are preparing for a battle 
when, the weather moderates. It is be- 
lieved that the present period of cold 
•weather will be the last of the season. 


St. Petersburg. Feb. 3. — Order ap- 


pears to have-been quite generally re- 
ctored in Russia, the exception being 
in Poland. Even in Warsaw, however, 
there has been a return to conditions 
approximating the normal. The com- 
mittee of ministers silting at St. Pe- 
tersburg has fonr.uiatcd and the eni- 
pcror has sanctioned a number of pro- 
posals looking toward the establish- 
ment of the senate i;pcn a basis of 
closer .connection with the throne:

"Washington, Feb. 3.—The Japanese 


legation has received a report made 
by Field Marshal Oyama giving the 
"details of the-fierce fighting from the 
25th to the 2Sth of January, when the 
Russians were driven to the right of 
fhs Hun river. The marshal says that 
the enemy consisted of the First Si- 
berian army corps, one mixed army 
corps, the Second and Fifth brigades 
of sharpshooters, part of the Ninth 
army corps, the Sixth and First Si- 
berian reserve divisions, some chaus- 
seurs. etc.; making a total of at least 
seven divisions, one of which was a 
cavalry division. The Japanese cas- 
ualties were about 7.000. Prisoners 
state that four regiments of Russian 
infantry were 
nearly 
annihilated. 


Many of the companies of these regi- 
ments were reduced from 20 to 30 men 
each. The field marshal expresses the 
opinion that the Russian casualties 
must have totaled at least 10.000. 


Strike Ended at Warsaw. 


Warsaw, Feb. 3.—The authorities de- 


Clare that the strike is practically end- 
ed here. The smaller factories have 
reopened p.nd the larger ones will on 
Monday. The

INJURIES TO SHADE TREES. 


a. I, DISFIGUKATION OF TBEES CAUSED 


BY ELECTEIC WIBES. 


lines, -which have their wires located 
usually adjacent to the tree belt, neces- 
sitates a large amount of disfiguration 
by pruning; and the close proximity of 
wires to trees too frequently causes a 
serious injury to them in other ways. 
A tree that has been severely pruned 
or disfigured by a mass of wires is 
scarcely better than none (Fig. 1). 


A considerable amount of damage oc 


curs to shade trees by wires, causing 
abrasions, destruction of limbs and 
leaders, burnings and necessitatin 
much injudicious pruning. 


The greatest amount of damage 


caused to trees by alternating and di- 
rect currents is by local burnings (Fig. 
2). The higher the electro motive force 
(voltage) the more injury is likely to 
occur to trees. 


There is practically little or no leak- 


age from wires during dry weather. In 
wet weather, however, when a film of 
water is formed on the bark, more or 
less leakage is likely to occur, and if 
the insulation is insufficient and con- 
tact with the tree exists grounding 
takes place and burning, due to arcing 
results. 


No authentic cases have been observ- 


ed by us where the alternating currem 
employed for lighting service has killed 
trees, though there are authentic cases 
extremely rare, where the direct cur 
rent used in operating street railroads 
has killed large shade trees (Fig. 3) 
This has been accomplished by revers- 
ing the polarity, causing the positive 
current to traverse the rail and the 
return current the feed wire, which 
usually carries the positive. 


The high resistance offered by trees 


and plants in general serves as a pro 
tection against death from eleetrica 
contact. 


The physiological effect of the direct 


current on vegetable life differs from 
that of the alternating. The latter cur 
rent acts more as a stimulus to the 
plant than the former. 


There is evidence to support the idea 


that a current of not sufficient strength 
to cause burning may overstimulate

1, 1003, was $3,800,372.37. 
Payments 


of interest had been met on the $35,- 
000,000 of bonds floated to p4' the 
army of independence and on the $.'{,- 
000,000 Cuban junta bonds issued dur- 
ing the revolution, the total public 
debt of the island, and the bonds were 
selling above par. 


The exports of the island for the cal- 


endar year 1003 were $78,480.409 as 
against ,$04,948,804 for 1002. Returns 
for the fiscal year have not yet been 
completed. Of the exports $01,134,002 
went to the United States. 


Cuba has now 373 miles of public 


railways and a great number of plan- 
tation railways, which import a large 
amount of American steel and railway 
supplies. 
The Havana electric rail- 


way operates a mileage of 48.22 and 
gives excellent service. The telegraph 
service is extensive and good, the rates 
being about the same as those of tele- 
graph companies in the United States. 
Telephone lines are in operation in all 
the larger cities and towns. Three ca- 
ble lines connect the island with the 
outside world, and one runs around 
the island. Steamships of twelve com- 
panies stop regularly at Cuban ports. ,

New York, Feb. 3. — Of more than 


1,000 steerage passengers who arrived 
at this port on the Cunard line steam- 
ship Slavonia from Fiume, the immi- 
gration authorities suspect that a 
large percentage came to this country 
as contract laborers. Five hundred of 
them have been held for examination 
before the board of special inquiry, 
the largest number ever held from a 
single steamship. Of these 150 have 
already been examined and ordered 
deported. The authorities believe that 
many of the new arrivals were des 
tined for the coal mines of West Vir- 
ginia and some railroad contractors in 
Ohio. Attention was attracted to the 
men by the fact that groups of 10 or 
15 would give their destination as 
some little town in Ohio or the mining 
region, and that they all ga.ve the 
same address.
